The meeting was called to order with Mayor McAden presiding.

MR. J. W. LINGO appeared before the Council stating that MR, JOHN
STRATTON had paid for a water tap, but had been refused service. Mr Lingo
thought the contract with the city covered service to people within metes
and bounds of the water district. The deposit was made on May 6th. The
Acting City Manager was requested to cheek this.

Mayor McAden introduced the following ordinance:

The Mayor announced that the ordirance had been finally passed.

The Mayor explained this rerouting of the street, and stated it had
been worked out satisfsctorily to all concerned.

The final reading of an ordinance annexing land in the viecinlty of
Perry Road and Jain Lane was before the Council. The Mayor read the following
letter from Orus M. Mooney, and noted two other letters regarding the annexation

"Novenber 1k, 1954
"Mayor and City Council
Austin, Texas

"Mrs. Long and Gentlemen:

“A letter of November 12, 195k, under the signature of your Office Engineer,
invites comments relative to the petition of property owners on Perry Lane
that such property be annexed to the City of Austin. It is hoped that the
comnents herein subnitted are made available to the aforesaid property
owners, whd might find them of value.-
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"The property whereon I reside was annexed to the City of Austin late in 1951
without benefit of petition; the majority of the property owners in the area
were opposed to annexation. At the time of amnexation, my residence, 1i35
Walton Lane, received City water service, the householder of that address having
piped the water from the City main at hls own expense and deeded the water line
to the City.

"City taxes have increased approximately one hundred and forty percent from
the first year for which they were paid, 1952, until the present. In other
worfls, such taxes are sbout two and one-half times what they were in 1952.
For such taxes the only tangible value received is garbage pick-up twice a
week-~ some weeks. The mail 1s still delivered on the rural route a gquarter
of & mile away. A septic tank is still the only available method of sewage
disposal. The nearest bus service-- one every hour-- is over a miie away.
Butane must still serve as fuel, although I am told that I may have natural
gas service if T will make a meter deposit of nearly three hundred dollars.
(This latter is, I understand, to be owed to the terms of the franchise given
‘to Southern Union Gas Company by the City.)

"Of course we are without curbs and gutters; the street 1s paved, having been
paved prior to annexation. But, whereas the County conce kept the bar-ditch
of the street free of weeds by perilodic mowlngs, the property owners now must
see to that themselves.

"So, my advice to those property owners petitioning for annexation is thet they
stay in the country and continue to enjoy their freedom from the services of
the City-for free.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIK:

THAT the City Counecil of the City of Austin hereby approves as a
£illing station site the property located at the west side of the Bastrop
Highway, approximately 130 feet south of Bonnett Street which property fronts
60.42 feet on the Bastrop Highway and being known as Lot 3, Block 2, and that
tract of land shown as "reserved" which borders Lot 3, Block 2 on the south,
all as shown on the plat of Mohle Addition in the Cifty of Austin, Travis County,
Texas, and hereby authorizes the sald W. E. Barron to construct, maintain and
operate a drive-in gasoline filling station and to construet curbs, remps and
sidewalks In conjunction therewith, subject to the same heing constructed in
compliance with all ordinances relating thereto, and further subject to the
foregoing attached recommendsations and plans; and the Bullding Inspector is
hereby authorized to issue an occupancy permit for the operation of this filling
station after full compliance with all the provisions of {this resolution, and
sald permission shall be held to be granted and accepted to all necessary,
reasonable and proper, present and fufure regulations and ordinances of the
City of Austin, Texas, in the enforcement of the proper Police, Traffic and
Fire regulations; and the right of revocation is retained, if, after hearing,
it is found by the City Councll that the said W. E. Barron has failed and
refused and will continue to fall and refuse to perform any such conditions,
regulaticns, and ordinences.

"Dear Sir:

“We, the undersigned, have considered the application of W. E. Barron
for permission to construct, maintain and operate a drive-in gasoline filling
statlion and to construct commercial driveways in conjunction therewith upon
the property located on the west side of the Bastrop Highway, approximately
130 feet south of Bormett Street, which property fronts 60.42 feet on the
Bastrop Highway and being known as Lot 3, Block 2, and that tract of land
shown as "reserved" which borders Lot 3, Block 2 od the south, all as shown
on the plat of Mohle Addition in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas,
and the property upon which this filling station is to be located is owned by
W. E. Barron and we hereby asdvise that the following conditions exist.

"The property upon which this filling station is to be loceted is
designated as "C" Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City
of Austin.

A1l drainmge, natural or otherwise, from this £illing station is to
be disposed of in such a manner that such drainage will not flow across the
sldewalk area Into the street and furthermore, shall not create a nulsance to
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others in the neighborhood and it 1s understood that the disposal of such
drainage shall be entirely the responsibility of the property owner.

"We recommend that W. E. Barron be Branted permission to comstruct,
maintain and operate said drive-in gasoline filling station and to construct
curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith, subject to the following
conditions. . ‘

*(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line, correct lines to be obtained before construction staris or
equipment 1s installed. Lines and grades to be obtained from the Department
- of Public Works for entrances and driveways, bullding lines to be approved
by the City Building Imspector. That the applicant shall confer with the
Department of Publié Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters
on the adjacent streets before he starts any construction relative to the
filling station.

"(2) That only underground tanks shall be used and that all pumps
shall be so located that it will be impracticable Lo service motor vehicles
therefrom while said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk,
street or alley.

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in
connection with the storage and handling of gasoline shall be an approved
type and shall bear the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc. and thet
all construction of the filling station improvements shall be in accord
with the Building Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station
Ordinance, and in accordance with the ordinance probibiting the disposal
of commercial water or olls upon the City Streets.

"(}4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste
water or oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk
ares and that all of sald oils and water shall be concentrated into a conmbined
grease and sand trap which shall be constructed in accordance with our standard
plan 2 - ¥ - 146,

"(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, drive-ways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan hereto attached, which
plen bears the Department of Public Works file number 2 - C - 17h7.

"(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan
hereto attached marked 2 - ¢ - 1747 and shall be of the pre-moulded type.

"{7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the
requirements of the City of Austin for filling statiomns, he shsell spply for
a final inspection and upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue a
Certification of Operation before such filling station can be put into service.

STREET, from the east property line of the Inter-
regional Highway easterly 85 feet, the centerline
of whieh underground telephone conduit shall be
18 feet south of and parallel to the centerline of
said EAST LIVE OAK STREET.

‘ THAT the work and construction of sald underground telephone condults,
inecluding the excavaetion of the streets and the restoration and maintenance of
said streets after said underground telephone conduits have been constructed, .

96, of the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby authorizes
the said Hillard's Rent-a-Car Company to operate a private gasoline plant con-
glsting of a 1000 gallon tank and electriec pump for the sole purpose of servie-
ing his own motor equipment, and from which no gasoline is to be sold, subject
to the seme being operated in compliance with all the ordinances relating there-
to, and further subject to the foregoing attached recommendatlons; and the
Building Inspector is hereby authorized to issue an occupancy permit for the
operation of this private gasoline plant after full compliance with all the pro-
. visions of this resolution, and sald permission shall be held to be granted,

and accepted subject to all necessary, reasonable and proper, present and future
regulstions and ordinances of the City of Austin, Texas, in the enforcement of
the proper police, traffic and fire regulations; and the right of revocation

is retained if, after hearing, it is found by the City Council that the sald
Hillard's Rent-a-Car Company has failed and refused, and will continue to fail
and refuse to perform any. such conditions, regulations and ordinances. .

"I, the undersigned, have considered the application of Hillard's Rent-a-Car
Company through their agent, R. J. Meek, for permission to operate a private
gasoline plant consistling of & 1000 gallon underground tank and one electiical
gasoline pump for the sele purpose of serviecing their own motor equipment and
from which no gascline is %0 be sold, upon property located on the south side
of East 9th Street, which property is designated as Lot 10, Bloek 96, of the
Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and locally known ag 203 East
9th Street.

“This property is located in s “C" Commercial District and I recommend that
this permit be granted subject to the following conditions:

"(1). That the gasoline tanks and pumps shell be of an approved type and shall
bear the label of the Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that all tanks snd
pumps shell be installed in compliance with the Ordinance governing the storage
and handling of gasoline.

"(2). That all tenks and pumps shall be located not nearer than 10 feet to

the property line and so located that cars stopped for the purpose of unloading
or receiving gaesoline or other supplies shall not in any way cobstruct the free
passage of traffic on either the sidewalk, street or alley.

"(3). That “NO SMOKING" signs shall st sll times be prominently displayed
and no person shell be permitted to smoke on the premises where gasoline 1s
handled or stored.

"(k). That all fees shall be paid and a permit secured from the Building
Inspector's Office before sny instaliation work is started, and that no
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eguipment shall be placed in operation until after final inspection and
approval of same.
